Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  adies.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 


I have  the  honoxir  to  present  the  Aranial  Report  for  i960. 


The  mid  I960  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  is  again 
19,110  but,  of  course,  a more  accurate  figure  will  be  obtained  when  the  I96I 
Census  results  are  made  available. 


Ten  infants’  deaths  were  registered  dioring  the  Year,  giving  a Rate  per 
1,000  live  births  of  54*24  compared  with  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  of 
21. 7«  It  must,  of  course,  be  realised  that  we  are  dealing  with  small  nmbers  and 
that  one  Infant's  Death  v/ill  raise  the  Rate  by  about  5*4« 


The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  still  below  the  National  Average, 


Eight  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  added  to  the  Register  during  the 
Year  and  three  cases  were  removed,  leaving  a total,  at  the  31st  December,  I960, 
of  68  - five  more  than  at  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 


Measles  was  again  the  mosu  prevalent  disease  notified. 


With  regard  to  the  borehole  at  Benhall,  work  is  now  proceeding  on  the 
headworks,  which  will  supply  water  to  the ’ Sizewell  Nuclear  Power  Station  and 
also  augment  the  supply  to  the  Southern  Parishes  of  the  Rural  District,

Local  birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terns  of  population.  Those 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons 
of  all  ages,'  including  those  ?/ho  have  no  influence  on  the  birth  rate. 
These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a high  propor- 
tion of  them  in  a population  tends  to  lovver,  and  a small  proportion 
tends  to  raise  the  true  rate.  The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary 
in  different  areas  and,  therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardization 
of  such  a factor  v/ill  give  a truer  comparison  betv/een  areas.

The  Registrar  General  issues  a coraparability  factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  V/ales, 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar 
way  to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid 
increase  or  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its 
comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that 
accoiint.  Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to 
take  accoiint  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in 
each  area.  Birth  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  also 
adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations 
in  institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

OPINION 


The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  pollution 
from  the  chemical  analysis.  The  water  is  very  hard,  the  total  hardness  approximating 
to  360  Clark  of  which  about  20o  is  temporary.  The  reaction  is  neutral  and  free 
carbon  dioxide  is  not  unduly  high  so  that  serious  corrosion  of  metals  should  not 
be  expected.  Some  slight  temporary  solvent  action  may  occur  on  new  metal  pipes  and 
fittings.  The  fluorine  content  is  higher  than  that  found  in  most  East  Anglian  waters 
but  is  well  below  1 p.p.m,  v/hich  is  taken  as  the  optimum  fluorine  content  for  the 
purposes  of  dental  health.  The  appearance,  odour  and  taste  are  all  very  satisfactory. 
Iron  is  only  present  in  traces  and  other  metallic  contamination  is  absent. 


With  the  reservation  regarding  hardness,  v/hich  would  make  it  somev/hat  trouble- 
some for  domestic  use,  in  our  opinion  this  v/ater  is  very  suitable  for  drinking  and 
general  purposes. 


The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- solvent  action.  No  contamination  of 
any  form  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  follov/ing  information  as  to  the  number  of  dv;ellinghouses  and  the  number  of 
the  population  supplied  from  the  water  mains,  both  direct  to  the  houses  and  by  means
